Mr. Tattersall said that for many 
years to come, mill owners in the 
United Kingdom must look to United 
States for large part of their raw cot- 
ton requirements because the amount 
produced within the Empire was not 
sufficient, 

W. H, Moore, chairman of the tariff 
board, pointed out, however, 
Great Britain took only six percent of 
the raw cotton exports from India, 
Japan, on the other hand took 45 
per cent, The British were constantly 
protesting against Japanese compett- 
tion, It might be advisable for British 
manufacturers to make alterations ti 
their mills to handle more Indian cot- 
ton and enjoy the British preferen- 
tial tariff in Canada, 

He sald consideration must be 
the Canadian consumer as wel 
the British millowner, 

British manufacturers were penal- 
ized against the French, Mr. Deaeh- 
man contended. While price fluctua- 
tions might deprive the British expor- 
ter of the advantage of the preference,

Returned to Baskatchewan, Revin- 
sky aided police officers in recovering 
the skeleton from the lonely grave. 
Kats’ father accompauled the law of- 
ficers and Revinsky during the ardu- 
ous hunt, and it was in the dead of 
night by lantern light that the search 
ended, This was Feb, 22, 1929,

Revinsky, however, never received 
any of the money obtained by use of 
the forged cheques, T. M, Van Berg, 
now serving @ two-year term for the 
forgery, test.fied at the trial that Re- 
vinsky gave him the bank books, but 
that they separated before the money 
was obtained from the bank.

Therefore, if 
the Ottawa authorities desire to un- 
dertake # prosecution at once, ft Is 
only necessary to have an order pass- 
ed bY the governor-general-in-

Ferry Concession Brings 
City $30,150 Against 
Sum of $8,500

NEW YORK, Noy. 16—While the 
Park Department is getting $8,500 a 
year for the rental of the Central Park 
Casino, another department of the 
Mity Administration, the Department 
of Plant and Structures, is collecting 
$199,150 for the rental of refresh- 
ment stands in the Staten Island 
Ferry terminals, 

An inspection of the records in the 
Department of Plant and Structures 
yesterday disclosed this marked con- 
trast in the value of city property 
leased to private individuals by the 
different departments. The lease- 
holders operating under the Depart- 
ment of Plant and Structures must get 
their return from their stands, but at 
the Casino the management has in 
turn leased out several concessions to 
private individuals 

Estimates have been made that the 
gross revenue of the Casino this year 
will exceed $2,000,000 and may reach 
$3,000,000, 

The bootblack privilege on the seven 
Staten Islands ferryboats and at the 
two terminals brings the city almost 
four times as much as the rental of 
the Cacino. P, and M. Berardina 
have a two-year lease on this privilege 
and they provide all equipment and 
pay the city $30,150, The lease ex- 
pires May 1, 1931.

$41,050 a year, They are leased to the

Some time ago the US. department of 
agriculture gave out an official statement 
in which it was said that one reason for 
the high position occupied by Canadian 
wheat in the world market is that Canada 
has ample storage accommodation in 
which to house its grain while awaiting 
shipment. That statement is being illus- 
trated in a striking way at present. While 
the elevators at Montreal are filled to the 
roof, and those at the lake ports are near- 
ing that condition, official figures show 
that half the available space in the prairie 
elevators is yet to be occupied. 

Along with the railway equipment to 
get out the grain in record time when that 
is desired, the Dominion has, the advan- 
tage of proper facilities for taking care 
of the grain until shipment is made. It 
is the possession of these storage facilities 
that makes it possible at the present 
juncture to hold the wheat crop without 
deterioration in quality. Without elevator 
capacity in something like the existing 
proportions, the grain would have to be 
sold for what it will bring at present or 
sold later on at lower grades because of 
improper housing. Having the elevators, 
Canada is able to market when the price 
is favorable. 


ARE OUR SCHOOLS SAFE? 


An investigation, prompt and _ thor- 
ough, into the burning of McDougall high 
school, is to be assumed as a matter of 
course. Two points at least require to be 
cleared up. One is how the fire started. 
The other, and more important, is why 
this supposedly fireproof building went 
up like a pile of hay. 

This school was built less than twenty 
years ago. It belonged to the modern 
era, in which security against fire has 
been a prime consideration in the planning 
of public buildings of all kinds. No money 

yas spared to secure the utmost in sub- 
stantial construction, as in appearance. 
Yet the fire raged through it as though it 
had been a barn, and left nothing but the 
brick and stone walls and the twisted iron 
girders. 

This is the second of Edmonton's 
theoretically fireproof school buildings to 
fall a prey to the flames this year. The 
conflagrations represent a loss running to 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. 
What is of more consequence, they sug- 
gest what might happen some day when 
one of our supposed “safe” buildings is 
filled with children. 

Are our schools really fireproof, in 
any reasonable interpretation of that 
term? Is there any such thing as an ab- 
solutely fireproof school building? How 
about installing sprinkler systems or flood- 
ing devices in the schools to stay the pro- 
gress of a blaze when one occurs? These 
are questions to which the school board 
should seek an answer, through an inves- 
tigation as to why this, one of the best 
school buildings in the city, went to utter 
destruction despite all that the brigade 
could do, 


TIME TO D DO SOMETHING 

Mayor Bury says the Provincial Gov- 
ernment has changed ground in making 
the demand for compensation for benefits 
which the municipal telephone system is 
alleged to secure trom its connection with 
the provincial system. That point is 
rather fine for the lay mind, and has to do 
with the technicalities of the claim, But 
what is apparent is that for more than a 
year the province and the city have been 
engaged in an undignified jangle over 
this question, without having reached any 
cecision or come measurably nearer to 
reaching one. And, stripped of legal de- 
fuition, the issue appears to be whether 
the city system gains more through con- 
uection with the provincial system than 
the prov.ncial system gains through con- 
nection with the city system. That both 
gain can hardly be questioned., The dis- 
pute arises as to how to strike the bal- 
ance, 

One thing is clear enough. The ques- 
tion will not settle itself. The Govern- 
ment seemingly has no intention of drop- 
ping the claim, This has been revived 
after a lapse which seemed to indicate 
some such possibility, That being the 
case, the best course is to ‘go to the mat” 
and settle the matter. Edmonton tele- 
phone users do not want cheap service at 
the expense of patrons of the provincial 
system; neither, it may be assumed, do

Emperor Claudius Nero Caesar ‘Tiberius, born November 16, 42 B.C. 
“Tiberius,” says history, ‘came of that ambitious Claudian family which had 
enjoyed twenty-eight consulates, five dictatorships, seven censorships, and as 
many triumphs, The marriage of his mother Livia with Octavius, and his 
adoption by Caesar, had given him entrance into the house of Caesar. He 
had fought in Spain and in the Alps, governed 
Gaul, given a king to Armenia, conquered the Ger- 
mans, transported forty-six thousand barbarians 
into Belgium, and re-settled the empire after the 
defeat of Varus, Such was the man to whom the 
death of Augustus gave the throne!” Tiberius ap- 
parently had a very good record when he ascended 
the throne. When he died he appears to have lost 
his early reputation entirely, At any rate the bal- 
ance of opinion is decidedly against him. He com- 
menced well, Power either changed him or gave 
freedom to his natural character, He became the 
worst of tyrants, and gave himself up to such de- 
baucheries on the Island-of Capri, that record says. 
“It almost chills the blood to read the details of the 
horrid practices in which he indulged. Meanwhile 
there was no relaxation of his cruelty, and men of 
rank perished daily.”

ada to write an article on his new 
quarters. His correspondent has mem-

Deserves an Article 

Craven Street itself does deserve an 
article, It is a street with a history.

It must be confessed Craven Street 
has worn somewhat shabby, but it still 
preserves a@ little of its old-world air 
The tal) Georgian houses, which once 
were the residences of prosperous fam- 
ily solicitors, are now turned into ol- 
fices and unpretentious private hotels 
The iron railings on the ground and 
the first floop balconies have rusted 
from lack of paint, The long, barrow 
windows .from basement to dormer 
are mostly dull and gloomy for want 
of cleaning. A policewoman frequent- 
ly patrols Craven Street for some reason 
unknown to me, Another phenomenon 
which leaves me guessing is its popu- 
Jarity with street musicians There 
are harps, and pianos, and barrel or- 
gans, and singers at all hours of the 
day, During the past week my work 
has been districted by such songs as 
“Home, Sweet Home,” “The Soldiers 
of the Queen,” and “After the Ball 
was Over.” ‘The utmosphere of the 
street must constrain the singers to 
chose a repertoire that includes noth- 
ing later than Victorian. 

Few Better Known 

Of all the smaller streets in London 
there can be few that are better known 
to Dominion visitors. At one 
the Strand Corner House, a famous

Mr. Brownlow and restore Oliver Twist 
to his friends and fortune. 

In Craven Street begins the Dark 
Arches, which fascinated Dickens as 
a boy and which he wrote about in 
David Copperfield. The Craven Street 
Arch is a straight thoroughfare lead- 
ing into Villiers Street and though it is 
constantly used by the public, pass- 
ing to and fro, it is a resting place 
for the most abandoned specimens of 
humanity to be seen in the metro- 
polis. They lie on the ground in the 
shadow of the walls, with bundles of 
food they have picked un or begged 
and with bottles of drink, Whether the 
bottles contain water, or tea, or some- 
thing stronger, I do not know, Cross- 
ing into Duke Street we my enter into 
another set of arches, which are a 
labyrinthine underwor .. Though they 
are not more than twenty steps from 
the Strand, no one in ten thousand 
of those who walk the Strand dally 
have ever explored them, They are 
private property, but are open to the 
public, though disreputable characters 
are kept away, Wine merchants have 
their cellars here, and there are vari- 
ous workshops and warehouses. Wag- 
gons are often seen there, loading and 
unloadir? by the lig’t of the gas 
lamps, but for the most part the still- 
ness and gloom of the Arches make 
an astonishing contrast to the crowds 
and the noise of the Strand, 
| The Arches were built by the fa- 
mous architects, the brothers Adam, 
in order that their houses on the Em- 
bankment should be on th® same level 
as the Strand.

‘That Friday's costly fire at Mce- 
Dougall Commercial High and Public 
school, at which property damage 
of upwards of $217,400 was done, was 
not caused by cigarette smoking at a 
basketball game the previous evening,

The opinion that a cigarette stub 
was the cause of the fire was ex-

“T feel that such a statement 
should not pass unchallenged,” said 
Mr. Page today. “In the first place 
there was no basketball game at the 
school on Thursday night. It was 
the Grads’ practice night, but on ac- 
count of injuries and sickness the 
girls called off a proposed game ‘and 
simply worked out with some of my 
students, There was only one spec- 
tator at the game, the mother of our 
captein, Not only was there no 
smoking, but there wasn't anyone 
present to smoke, and, furthermore, 
when spectators are present at any 
of our games the school board regu- 
lations with respect to smoking are 
rigidly enforced.”

It was in 1912 that the first organ- | 
ized survey of Ontario's forests was! 
undertaken, under the direction of the 
Conservation Commission of Canada, | 
' Known as the Trent Watershed Sur- 

vey, it covered some 2,100 square miles 

in that territoryy. In 1920, the work | 
was extended, and a definite program 


was undertaken, commencing with 
the Enstern Forest Reserve, 
These surveys covered the older 


| portions of the Province, where settle- | 
ment had been going on for years, and 
| was consequently much easier than 
that of surveying the untouched nor- | 
| thern parts of Ontario. The method | 
| usually followed was that the men | 
would go out en foot, although cars | 
would be used sometimes to take 
| them to and from the camp. Two 
| men travel together and carry an out- | 
| line map of the township in whieh 
| they are to work, On this, they map 
| in the types of trees. and other data 
| as well as roads, trails, railway lines, | 
| telephone lines, watershed boundaries, |

|} many bad and costly habits, These 
| habits are usually difficult to aban- 
don, after having, been cultivated for 
years, but their riddance would bring 
great relief to both motorists and 
motors, 
Taken each by ttself, such a habit 
is nothing to speak of, It may be a 
constant jerking of the throttle foot, 
or the leaning of the left foot against 
the clutch pedal, or a poor driving 
position that’ makes an emergency 
stop or turn difficult, or one of many 
similar faults, But if we watched 
ourselyes just onee, we might catch 
our faults unaware and discover ways 
to correct them 
. 


For instance, there is a treacherous 
habit of jerking the throttle foot at 
intervals and thus accelerating the 
car in spurte 
this quite unconsciously, They have 
nequired it when inexperienced, upon 
seeing an opening in traffic and im- 
mediately taking advantage of it by 
forging ahead, and find themselves 
now doing it whether they need to or 
not 

Such drivers, while out on the open 
road with no traffic interfering, will 
force their foot down on the throttle 
for a short spurt, then release it, then 
wepeat the same practice, 

This is hard on the spines of the 
passengers, Uring to the driver and

It is 
puzzling, a bit, to know just where 
the change takes pluce, There are 
really four zones in the United 
States, and clock time is the same

far North or how far South the 
place may be. Myerything East 


of the city of Pittsburgh is called 
Eastern time; between Pittsburgh 
and Chicago it is Central time; be- 
tween Chicago and Denver Moun 
tain time, and from Denyer to the 
Pacific coast Western time. The 
sun really rises an hour later in 
Pittsburgh than in New York, two 
hours later in Chicago, three hours 
later in Denver and four hours 
later on the Pacific, so when It le 
six in New York it fs Ove in Pitts- 
burgh, four in Denver and three
